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PREFACE 


* The manuscript of this book was completed in June 
1963, but before I could arrange its publication, Pakistan 
attacked the Punjab in September 1965 with Patton 
Tanks, Sabre Jets without any Declaration of War, 
and sent about 3 to 4 thousand infiltrators with arms, 
bombs, Sten guns and hand-granades across the cease-fire 
line’ to capture the Radio Station, Aerodrome, and by 
sabotage seize or destroy the Public Utility Works ,ike 
Hydels, Water Works, the Power Station, thus to create 
chaos, confusion by terrorism and incendiarism, and in 
furtherance of these nefarious schemes, Pakistan with 
battalions of her armed men, hundreds of Patton tanks 
and Sabre Jets penetrated across the International Boun- 


: dary up to the Chhamb area, about 30 km from the 


frontier, indiscriminately bombed and burnt mosques, 
churches, Gurdaras, hospitals, jails and civil populations 
with naflam bombs and intended to proceed to Jammu 
so that the entire Jammu and Kashmir area might have 
been isolated from, India. Many foreign observers 
and journalists, jubilantly watching the maneuvering of 
the sophisticated formidable equipment, thought that 
India was in no position to offer any effective resistance 
to it. In this desparate situation, „with grim determina- 
tion, Indian Army struck in tremendous patriotic self- 
sacrifising heroism at the Lahore and Sialkot sectors 
to. divert the Pakistant forces, disabled 471 
Pakistani tanks by recoilless rifle fire and the fire power 
of Sherman and Centurion at the loss of Indian 114 
Gentusion and Sherman tanks and 57 armoured cars, 
and shot down more than a hundred of their proud 
Jets. Eisenhower Government of U.S. A. gave definite 
assurance to Nehru that the formidable military equip- 
ment, given to Pakistan to fight only the Communist 
aggression, would “never be used against India. There 
seems to be some mystery about the Patton tanks, 
weighing 48} tonnes, fitted with almost self-regulating 
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Computer electronic brain, 90 mm gun and two 50 mm 
machine guns for fighting on the ground and a 50 mm 
antiaircraft gun for shooting at any bomber plane, like 
an impregnable steel fortress with the speed of 54 fe 
72 km per hour, they could not be used to ascend the 
Himalayan uphills ; they can only be used in plains. When 
Pakistan aitacked swampy sandy wastes of the Runn 
of Cutch with Patton tanks, India government made a 
protest to USA. But USA has not yet replied to that 
note, nor took any effective Step to prevent its misuse 
and its repetition. The funny thing is that though Pakis- 
tan has flagrantly attacked Kashmir and India, yet 
UNO does not declare Pakistan as an aggressor, and 
brackets the aggressor Pakistan and defender India in the 
Same category of waging war against each other,

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mentary Act, any princely ruler could accede to adjoining 
India or Pakistan as he pleased without any other for- 
mality. India sent 1000 armed men in a number of 
aeroplanes and they by their timely arrival saved the 
° aerodrome and Srinagar City from rape and plunder, drove 
out the invaders to the present Cease Fire Line. Then 
in order to avoid further bloodshed, Nehru asked the then 
British premier Attlee to settle the Kashmir afair. But 
Attlee advised India to bring thecomplaintagainst Pakistan's 
aggression to UNO, which India did. Pakistan denied 
that Pakistan had any connection with the marauders. 
Hari Sing was a cruel Hindu autocrat ; he was ruthlessly 
oppressing the Moslem subjects. To save and rescue them, 
their co-religionlsts, some frontier tribesmen, might have 
intruded into Kashmir. But when UNO Commission 
went for investigation, they found out that Pakistan had 
organized and equipped 32 battalions of men with arms 
and bombs for the purpose. Pakistan blurted out that 
when Junagarh ruler, a Moslem with dominant Hindu 
subjects, had acceded to Pakistan, Indian army occupied 
the state, promptly took a plebiscite of the approving 
people, and Junagarh was annexed to India. But Juna- 
garh does not adjoin any or border any Pakistani territory; 
and as the Indian army had entered into the state in 
support of the popular demand, Junagarh ruler escaped to 
Karachi in an aeroplane with his jewells, gold, favorite dogs 
andwives. Hyderabad had aMoslemruler with predominant 
Hindu subjects. On the pretext of protecting the Hindus 
from the Moslem tyrannical oppression, Indian army ente- 
red into Nizam’s territory, took a plebiscite of the people, 
-and finding it favorable, annexed it. But the Nizam 
did not opt either for Pakistan or India; he simply 
a transferred his Bank balance of about 20 Crores of Rupees 
in a London Bank to the Chief Commissioner of 
Pakisten in London. Moreover the Nizem’s Domain was 
completely enclosed within Indian territory. Pakistan 
wanted the same kind of plebiscite solution of Kashmir 
which had a dominant Moslem subjects, ruled by a Hindu 
Prince. Nehru stated at that time that after Pakistan with- 
drew her army from about 2/5 of Kashmir she had been’ 
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and performance she is second to none. Now Russia 
has become semi-respectable. The Soviet does not want 
any nuclear war as it might not only ruin her antago- 


nists, but as well as herself and her allies. But China is ' 


bete noir. Unless China is beaten and crushed within

tical duty to perform to mate out equal justice to the 
Himdus and Moslems alike.

The accession of Kashmir to 
India with this definite British Parliamentary Act was 
accelerated by the arrogant rashness of Jinah who orga- 
nized the invasion of Kashmir on October 22, 1947 to 
force the Kashmir ruler to accede to Pakistan in which a 
British Commander is also implicateed as he was the 
Commander-in-chief of the Pakistani army, and he could 
prevent the invasion if he wanted. 


India was determined to bury for ever into the oblivion 
of the past the acts of British imperialistic terrorism of the 
pre-partition days. But when Britain refuses to honor 
her own Parliamentary Commitments by insisting 
on taking plebiscite or some kind of public opinion 
on the accession of Kashmir to India which is irrevocably 
concluswe according to the British Parliamentary Act by 
which the country was divided into India and Pakistan, 
t becomes hard for India to forgive and forget.

The © remnants 
thrown in a concrete pit, mixed with appropriate strains of 
bacteria, may be converted into humus. The human excreta 
in sewer will develop gas for cooking purposes, and sewage 
sludge may be used as a fertilizer, and the effluents for 
irrigational purposes in the fields (ajra=L ajer= Gk agros). 
The Pancait will levy taxes on residential buildings, pro- 


duction of horticultural and vegetable gardens and agricul- 
tural farming. 


By voluntary labour from which one could get exemp- 
tion by some cash payment, they will build roads, plant 
fruit trees on road side for shade, dig or renovate tanks 
or do some public beneficial work. The Pancait will 
spend 10% of their income as administrative expenses. 
The Gramani will receive 28% and 4 other members of 
the Pancait 18% of the 10 per cent of the income as 
remuneration for their services. For education will be 
spent 30% of the income ; Library 24%; scholarships to 
deserving students 24%; 15% for the Public Hygiene ; 
Building Sabha Griha, Guest House, Granaries, School 
Buildings, Dairies, their Electricity, Water Supply and 
Sewerage 18% ; maintenance and repairs 15%. Investment 
into the shares of the Cooperative Bank 5%. Remission 
to the Tasil Office 2%. 


The Tasil Town will elect its Pancait just like the 
Grama Community. Those who have passed the Upper 
Primary School Examination will elect one from the 
Intelligentsia as their representative. Members of _ the 
Labour Unions will select one as their nominee. The 
members of the Chamber of Commerce and Industry 
‘will nominate their spokseman. The landlords and land- 
owners will send their Commissioner. So the women _ 
electorates will select ‘their agent: to form the Pancait

The Agricultural Department of the Polytechnique 
shall look to the highest production of food grains, 
their storage in rat and insect proof granaries, 
The Horticultural section shall see that the vegetables 
and fruits produced in the garden-belt-rings of the 
town at least are sufficient for the growing popula- 
tion of the town. The Dairy School is to see that there 
is sufficient supply of milk, milk products, meat, eggs, and 
poultry to the growing population, and there is a surplus 
to export to bigger towns and Cities. The Animal 
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Husbandry School shall look to the housing, feeding, 
. health, sanitation and protection of the animals against 
diseases. Itis better that the cattle, goats, sheeps and 
pigs are stalled and kept oh corrugated concrete floors 
where their sanitation can be looked after, instead of 
allowing them to roam over fields and hills to pick up 
grass and other food stuffs, as their hoofs, particularly 
of the goats, loosen the soil and cause soil erosion. 
Any employer, public or private, will pay his employee by 
cheque to his local Post Office Banking Account, 
deducting from it his Provident Fund share, Life, Health 
Fire and Accident Insurance dues as well for his wife and 
his children, if any.

In the District Head Quarters, all those who have 
passed the Secondary School Final Examination wii 
select one from them as their agent. Landlords and 
land-holders shall nominate one of their choice.

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` Municipal functions as water and electric supply, 
sewerage, public sanitation, imposition and realization of 
rates and taxes on residential buildings, business establish- 
ments, shops and factories may be set apart from District 
functions. The teachers and students of the School of 
Agriculture with modern appliances, sewage sludge and 
effluents, cAttle dung and urine „manure compost shall 
increase the productionof food grains, vegetables and fi uits, 
and store them in well-ventilated rat and insect-proof 
granaries, The teachers will receive only basic pay, But if 
they can raise the output by the application of their 
Knowledge and ability, they will receive the honoraium 
proportionately. The students will also earn while they 
willlearn, The theoretical and practical knowledge of 
agriculture, animal husbandry and horticulture will 
thus be acquired with interest and profit. Gathering 
garbage which usually breeds mosquitoes and flies, 
Spreading disease and pestilence, Sterilizing itin a big 
cauldrron, removing the surface oil to be used for soaf- 
making, it may be fed to the cattle, pigs, goats and poultry, 
thus adding to milk, meat and egg supply ; the remnant, 
adding suitable strains of bacteria, may be profitably made 
into fertilizing humus. To the Medical School shall «be 
attached the General Hospital. In the first year they 
will learn human anatomy, generalprinciples of physiology, 
bacteriology and infectious diseases, nursing and 
vaccination. Thus acquiring a preliminary Certificate of 
vaccination and nursing, they can do the nursing under the 
Supervision of teachers, thus giving about 150 


l hours a 
year, they can earn something, thus defraying their 
expenses, while continuing their studies. By. giving 


vaccination against smallpox, typhoids, cholera, diptheria, 
and trachoma, they can prevent the spread of these diseases, $ 
if not eliminating them in course of years. In the second 
year, they can learn how to extract teeth, remove tartar 
deposits, excising gum abscesses, eye examination Ete 
in addition to learning bacteriology, physiology, pathology 
and endocrinology. The Engineering School may closely 
„associate itself with the building activities of the town of 
which the teachers shall lay out the plans for the construc- 
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tion of the buildings. With utilitarian outlook, sound 
structural and constructional basis should be their guiding 
principle. In the Building Department, the students in 
the first year may learn cement concrete mixture in right 
proportions, in light prestressed re-inforced concrete cons- 
truction ; in electrical department wiring and repairing 
television and radio sets ; in the mechanical department, 
gasoline motor and repairing motor parts, thus creating the 
School into a self-sustaining Workshop. Fifteen percent of 
the income may be spent for the office works, salaries 
and provident fund of the functionaries ; 20% for educa- 
tion ; 8% as scholarship to meritorious students ; 25% for 
water-work, electricity and sewerage ; 25%, for health, 
hospitals, the Town Hotel; 3% for Libraries ; 5% for 
building purposess ; 2% for the Co-operative Bank ; 2%, 
as contribution to the Mandala Treasury.

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The Himalayas have numerous streams. They swell 
their beds through melting snow and through rains 
during the summer. If these rivers are dammed at their 
> narrowest ridges, millions of megawatts of electrieity can 
be generated. On the river plateus, two to three-storied 
dwellings can easily be built of boulders, pebbles, rubbles 
and broken stones, scattered all around, thus also clearing 
the ground for cultivation, for the residence of hydel 
engineers, tourists, pilgrims, travellers and mountaineers. 
There may be a diary farm attached to the building for 
the supply of milk and milk products. Fruit orchards 
of apples, pears, plums, prunes, peaches, cherries and 
walnuts, shall be deveiopted, supplanting gradually the 
pines and deodars ( deva-daru ). Fruit trees supply 
hezlth-giving delicious nutrition and vitamins and prevent 
soil erosion better than trees grown wild there. If there 
is sufficient level land, wide ravines or broad valleys, 
wheat and barley may be raised. Otherwise in gently- 
sloped hillsides, wheat, corn, barley, potatoes can be 
produced by terrace or staircase farming. Even steep, 
narrow rocky valleys may be broadened, levelled and 
flattened and furnished with soil and compost, intensive 
agriculture may be developed as did the Aymaras of the 
Incas in Peruvian Andes up to the snow-line which their 
descendants Quichuas still practise. Thus up to 5000 
metres high, through hydroelectric energy generated, 
connected by interlinked grids, the Himalayas can be 
made an inexhaustible power-house for the whole of 
India, invigorating all our national activities, particulaely 
the orchard plantations as to supply the whole country 
with abundant delicious fruits and stone-built rest-houses 
for the accomodation, recuperation and refreshment for 
the youths, mystics, pilgrims, mountaineers and tourists 
with all the amenities of modern life in the midst of 
flowers, fruits, heavenly snowy peaks and scenic gran- 
deurs.

OUR FOOD PROBLEMS 


Our food problems will remain our problems, unless 
we change our agrarian policy. The Land and the Mines 
belong to the nation and they have to be developed in 
the National Interest. They have not been made by indi- 
vidual efforts. Farmers have been simply using the land 
on payment of some rents for their own benefice. But 
when they fail to pay the rents regularly or fail to deve- 
lop the lands, they forfeit their rights to keep them for 
their private uses. Our land has been too much fragment- 
ed for productive prosperous farming. Further fragment- 
ations have to be stopped, and fragmented holdings are to 
be amalgamated into economic units or to be made 
productive by co-operative collective farming. It is a 
futile policy to give bits of fallow or waste land to 
landless laborers for its cultivation. The landless laborer 
is improvident, lacks the resources and know-how to 
develop any land. The soil has to be enrichcd by cattle 
dung and urine manure compost and humus, made of 
garbage and sewage sludge. Where sewage sludge is not 
available, excreta with cattle dung-urine, vegetable waste 
and garbage should be kept in a eoncrete pit in a com- 
pressed anerobic condition for a year Without exposure. 
This organic manure adds nutrition to the exhausted soil. 
To prevent erosion of the soil by heavy rains by washing 
out the top fertile soil particles, the cultivated fields 
{S ajra=L ager= Gk agros) have to be terraced. Rota- 
tion of the crop, selection of seeds and storage of food 
grains in insect and rat-proof granaries, only a farmer of 
a large acreage can afford, otherwise co-operative collect- 
ive farming becomes a necessity. There should be a 
large number of rich and prosperous farmers in our land ; 
or the country should be dotted with co-operative collect- 
ive farms. In farms with Agricultural Schools and Colleges 
under expert supervision with proper farming applianees

Due to the scarcity and high price of coal and fire- 
wood, about three-fourths of the cattle-dung produced 
in this country of about 180 million cattle, producing 
daily near to 24425 tonnes of dung—somewhat 280 million 
tonnes annualy—being dried, are used in farm yards 
as fuel. As the cattle dung next to sewage sludge, 
is the cheapest and best fertilizer, it is a terrible 
impediment to the agricultural production of the country, 
The compost increases the growth of the soil bacteria, 
moulds, fungi, earthworms which make the water and 
air circulate in the soil, extracts the nitrogen of the 
air and the minerals of the soil, especially some 
bacteria grow at the roots of the legumes which can fix 
the nitrogen of the air into the nodules of the roots, 
check the growth of plant pests and diseases by develop- 
ing soil fertiliy where plant roots have ideal conditions to 
secure their requirements and the plants grow up healthy 
with greater resistance to pests and diseases. Where 
sufficient quantity of compost is not available, chemical 
fertilizers like urea, ammonia, nitrates, phosphates and 
lime, the latter particularly in acid soil, should be added 
to the compost or sewage sludge.
